the . three hoodlums convicted of 
conspiracy -in the acid blinding of

were sentenced today to five years 
in 
prison. 
The 
third' defendant 


was sentenced to two years. 


Goldolfo (Sheikie) 
Miranti, 
37 


and Domenico Bando, 47, were sen- 
tenced to five years, the maximum 
prison penalty allowed, and in ad- 
dition Miranti was/ fined -10,000, 
the maximum fine. 


Leo Telvi, brother of -Abe Telvi, 


who was named by the FBI as 
the man who actually threw tne 
aid in Riesel's face last April 5,
